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The rotiramont of Mr. MoLood from the
presidoney of the Ml“ Rallroad Company,
the renswal of the etfort to eonstrast an na-
derground reliroad In this oity, and the an-
nouneement of an Impending $30,000,000
blanket mostgage on the Cleveland, Cincinnatl,
Chiengo and St Loula Railroad have beon the
prineipal Moancial events of the wesk, but
thelr Inffaenco has boen limited to the stocks
immediately affectod and has not extended to
the general market. The continuancs of gold
exports seama to have lost lte power to ereate
slarm, while the approaching oponing of the
Chieago Falr does not arouses enthuslasm, A
slight npward movament in the so-enlled Van«
derbilt stoeka may indeod be atiributed te the
sxpeotation that those ecompanles will
profit largely by (he Increased travel
between this city and Chieago to which the
Falr will give rlse, but whether they or the
other rallroad companies which are preparing
for an unusually busy summer on account of
the Falr will galn enough In nel earningsto
pay for tho ears and locomotives which they
are buying and buliding is a question to
which the answer, ns yel. Is deubtful. More
important to tho country at large are the In-
dieations of a decronss In the usual summer
exodus of Americans to Furope, and of an
inorease of travel from Europn to this country,
Already the number of passengers by outeolng
stoamoers from this port Is conslderably less
than it was a year ago at this soason, while the
atoniners coming this way are full. This pointa
polh to dimiopished exvenditures by Ameri-
eans abroad, and to s Iarge Increass in those
of forelgnors here. It 1a auite possible, that
It we can keep our gold balance at its prosent
level tor a few woeks longer, we shall do it,
until next winter.

The decision of the United Btutes courtat To-
ledo, Ohlo, in the Ann Arbor ense, on Monduy,
sustalned, as it was expected to, the doctrine
that the Inter-State “ommerce aet applies to
esngineers and firemen an well ar to presidents
nand superintendents, and that it is as unlaw-
fal for the men directly concerned In the run-
ning of rallroad tralns to refuse of their own
motion to transport freight coming from o
rallroad in another Btato as It |8 for thelr
superiors to order them to do so. On the other
hand, Judge Doarrett of the Bupreme Courtin
this ity has vaested the temporary injunc-
tion obtained by the employing elothing
makers to prevent. boyootting by thoir dis-
charged hands. His decision was based upon
the technlenl ground tnnt the employers
should have brought soparate actions, Instead
of all joining as thoy did in one, but his inoel-
dental remarks on the hearing of the nrgu-
ment In tho case show that ho was Inelined,
{f necossary, to go further, and hold that the
employers, having invited the boyeotting by
thelr lockout. had no equitable right to rellel

1t is more than probable that out of thess
anpeals to the courls by employers ngninat
striking employees will come legislation de-
slgned to protect on the one hand strikers in
thoir efforts to enloree thelr demands, and on
the other the publiein goneral from the Incon-
venlence and loss to v.nich labor quarrels ex-
pose It. Alrendy Sonator Voorhees has offored
nresolution in the United Stales Benate look-
ing to a modifiention of tho Inter-State Com-
merco act (n favor of strikers. and the dispute
liere Listween tho elothing culters and thelr
employers has Lrought to notlee some hith-
erto unsuspeated provisions [nour New York
statutes which allow men recelving wages to
combine against tho payers of wages, but
make Iita erlmo for those Intter to combine in
turn ngalnst the wages recolvers. Evidently
thera will have to 1'e an amendment of the
etatutes In order to securo justice, but pre-
elrely what it should Le It {s hard to say.

Thus far the tendency of legisiution hasbeen
clearly in favor ofthose who recelve wages and
agninst those who pay them. Tho prepon-
derance of publie opinlon is .that thy only
Himit to the compensation of the employed ia
the ability of employers to reslst de-
mands for an increase. Hones, Iawmakors are
willing to eripple this power of resisianco as
far as possille, nnd to encournge eforts to
wverdomo it outhe rart of the wages recoly-
ars.  Tleorlsts like Karl Marx, who has muny
followers In fnet, though not In name, in this
eountry, opeuly proceed upon the nssumption
that nelther the owners of the eapital invested
in n business nor those who manage it ure vn-
titled to any greater shara of its prolits than
thelr workmon are, and that If justice were
done the whole mass of profits would be di-
vided Into equal shares, and onesharoe allotted
toeachindividualin the establishment. Conse-
nuently, it is asserted that every one who gets
more than ono of these aqual shares defrauds
in soma way his fellow workers, and should
be prevented from dolng It

Ono of the fundamentul fallacles underlying
this doetrine is that wages are paid out of the
profits of o business and should be regulated
secording to those proflts, whorens they are
simply & part of the cost of the artleles for the
producing of which they are paid, sud must
bo paid. whethor the artieles produced can or
eavnot be sold for more than cost. Another
{s, thut no matter how high the cost of & prod-
uct may be forced up by foreing up wages, It
can always Lo sold at an advance upon this
cost. Another fallacy. and the most misehlov-
ous of all ie, that tho ecapitalist who supplies
capital for a business and the mansger who
directs it, contribute no moro to Its success
than the men who merely obey orders,

A great doeal Is sald by otherwlse Intell!gent
people about tho atrocity of beating down
wages, the Injustice of permitting an em-
plover to grow rich while those whom he em-

Iy nbout the territle dunger to which soclety
Is exposed from the Zreat accumulations of
woalth In the hands of iodividaals of which
this eountry furnishos ®0 muany examples.
Frequent suggestions have been made of
pchemos for proventing by law such accumue
Iations beyond & Nxed limit, and for confls-
eating tho surplus. It Is only a few weeks
since & consplouous eitizon of this ety de-
elored In a puilic address that suparfluous
wealth inay properly bo made by taxation to
contribute townrd the cura of pauperlsm, and
to provide Institutions of learning, eharity,
and recreation. The lden scems to bo that
tho posseaslon of great wenlth Is & great
erime, which should Lo reprensed, like other
crlmos, by penaltios sdaptod tothe end in view.

It thess opinloos were allowed to have full
away, no great aggregations of wealth would
bo permitted to cxlst either In the hands of
individuals or In thoso of eorporations, for
ecortninly the wealth of acorporation, wivlded
a8 it necessarily must be Ly a single head, is
just as objectionable ns that belonging to m
nutural person. Thon would como the ques-
tion, where shail the lino be drawn? To some
men ten thousand dollars seoms an Immense
oapltal, and to some even one thousand is af-
fluence, but whatever maxlmum was Axed
it eartalnly would full below that re-
guired to earry on our great manufaeto-
ries, rallroads, nnd mining enterprises. The
Industelos of the country would either be
destroyed entirely, or they would be eut up
Into inpumerabla petty fractlons working nt
su lmmensely lncroasod expense, and with a
great waste of labor.

Under the existing muech deerled systom,
millions of working poople, both men and
women, go, day by day, to thelr dally tasks,
with no risk and no conoern for the result of
thelr work, and they ot t stated pariods the
compensation for which they have stipulated.
Whether & factory I8 making money for ita
ownors or (s losing it, whether a riliroad is
rup by & eowmpany oris in the bands of o re-
calvor, whethoer the murket for goods falls or
risos, wages run on steadlly, sud the payment
of them (s put ahead of that of all other elaima
It Is plain that, without employers possessed of
enough eapital to sustain enterpriscs through
tLiek and thin, and to pay wages weok aftor
woek without getting an lmmodiate return
for the outlay, the lot of working people would
be inNuitely worss than it Is now? To
sf0 thls we have onlr Lo [faney the
present wrmy of workipgmon dolng In
thelr own homes wsuch Jobs as thelr
nelghbors could furnlsh them, or wan-
dering from place to place looklog for

tory of the world. In spite, teo. of the alleged
grinding oppression of employers, aaainst
which the ald of Iaw, philanthropy. and
roliglon ate so earamstly invoked, wases have
risen for the last twenty yeara higher and
higher, population han Increased, and the
Aggrexato materfal comforta of lile have been
made mors abundant all round.

The danger now is, that undar the prassnre
of popular prejudics against eapitalists and
employers, the process of hampering mreat
Industrial enterprises by measuras looking
exelusively to the bensfit of wagas receivers
may be earried so far as to drive oapltal out
of business, and thus kill the goose which
lays goldan eggs for milllons of peopla. There
Is alimit of the cost at which articles of use
and luxury ean be profitably made and sold,
and even o near approash to that limit will
restriet production, and thus rostriet the de-
mand for the labor engaged In (. Alrendy In
Groat Britain workmen complain that great
numbaers of thom are outof work. ani the ex-
planation of the faotls that Deltlsh employors,
with the high wages and short hoars {mposed
upoti them by the trados unlons, eannot com-
pete with thalr German rivals, who get more
work done for the same money. That
high wages and costly materials have ra-
duced the bullding of ahips In this svuntry to
the supply only of the econsting trade s woll
known, and {t suggests what may hanpen in
the case of othor Industries which are hang-
Ing upon the verge of extinetion.
